Poor, skinny cows are going into the 


winter this year, just as they have in 
the past, because too many farmers fail 
to feed their dairy herds properly in the 
fall and during the preceding summer 
months. Northern Illinois farmers in the 
Chicago dairy belt often are guilty. 


After spending a month in the northern 


Illinois counties recently W. J. Frazier 
of the agricultural college at Urbana 
says underfeeding cows during much of 
the summer and fall is still the greatest 
single mistake being made by dairymen 
in this state. 


It has been his invariable observation 


for thirty years to find cows are thinner 
when they go into the barns in winter 
than when they are when turned out to 
pasture in-the spring. Better feeding 
should be possible when crops are grow- 
ing and cattle can harvest their own 
feed better than when the feed has to be 
grown, harvested, prepared, stored, and 
fed to them in winter.

nas come to the conclusion that an abun- 
dant supply of sweet clover pasture is 
the cheapest and easiest remedy for this |.
